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PEOPLE'S LIVING STANDARD IMPROVED

[Text] The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"In our country the state is providing all working people with all the condi- 
tions of food, clothing, and housing." ("Kim Il-song Selected Works," Vol 6, 
p 346) 


All the living conditions insured by the state, our people are living an afflu- 
ent life without any inconvenience amid the warm overseeing of the fatherly 
leader who has been completely dedicating his whole life on the road of making 
the people happy. 


The working people of our country, one and all holding admirable jobs, are work- 
ing, receiving remuneration according to the quantity and quality of labor per- 
formed, regardless of sex or age. In particular, the women are working, holding 
jobs consistent with their physical constitution and abilities amid the extra- 
ordinary concern of the party and the state. 


By virtue of the labor safety system which is being thoroughly implemented 
thanks to the concern of the fatherly leader, everywhere the working people of 
our country are working reliable safety facilities and facilities for tidiness 
in hygiene have been established, and ample safety measures are in effect. 


The working people of our country are enjoying fringe benefits from the state 
which are greater than the distribution they receive according to their labor 
performed. 


The working people receive labor protection supplies such as work clothes, 
footwear, rainwear, and quilted clothes, and the workers engaged in strenuous 
labor are issued high-nutrition foodstuffs or tonics, free of charge. 


The children of all working people are studying, free of charge, at nurseries, 
kindergartens, and schools, receiving seasonal clothing. 


In our country where the word “tuition” has long been extinct, educational ex- 

penses are entirely assumed by the state; moreover, seasonal clothing, textbooks 
and stationery are issued free of charge or at nominal prices to preschool chil- 
dren and students; higher professional school students and college and university 











students are given scholarships; the state also assumes all the expenses necessary 
for students’ extracurricular activities and experiments and practical exercises, 
survey and field trips and camping. 


In our country where medial facilities have been established everywhere people 
live and a universal free medical care system is in effect, everything is free 
of charge such as medical examination, doctor's home visit, outpatient medical 
care, surgery, medicine, inpatient medical care, and even meals while hospital- 
ized. For the implementation of this policy the state is expending hurdreds of 
millions of won every year. 


The state, buying up rice from the peasants at high prices, is amply supplying 
food to workers and office workers at nominal prices almost next to nothing, at 
State expense. Through this policy alone the workers and office workers are re- 
ceiving from the state every year an average 560 won per household as a fringe 
benefit. 





The state is also building dwellings for the workers and peasants, free of charge, 
and is insuring electricity, water, and even fuel for them at low prices. 


In addition, through the social insurance system, the social security system, and 
paid vacations, through the rest and recuperation system and the labor safety 
system at state expense, the working people are receiving from the state a lot 

of additional fringe benefits every year. 


The fringe benefits our working people receive from the state through its people- 
oriented policies are greater than the wages they receive as their share of labor 
performed. 


For the vear 1978 the state increased social cultural expenditures to 107.3 per- 
cent compared with 1977, and continued to expend enormous state funds for improv- 
ing the standard of living for the people. . 


Urban Management 


Urban management work under our country's socialist system, by properly protect- 
ing and managing the buildings and facilities, parks and recreation centers which 
our people have constructed with their sweat and by making the life of working 
people convenient and enjoyable, is positively serving to improve the material 
and cultural standards of living for the people. 


linder the sagacious leadership and warm overseeing of the great leader, today the 
material and technica! foundations of our urban management work have been laid 
thoroughly and its service capacities by far strengthened. 


In 1978, once again on the road of his on-the-spot guidance in every nook and 
corner of the country from the northernmost city of Onsong to Ch'ongjin City, 
from the port city of Namp'o on the west coast to the border city of Sinuiju, 
the fatherly leader gave his teachings for properly maintaining with timeliness 
buildings such as dwellings, for more satisfactorily solving the question of 
potable water, for improving management work for parks and recreation centers. 











During the year, in loyal response to the great leader's teachings the urban 
Management branch put efforts into even more normalizing and still better con- 
ducting maintenance and management work for all buildings with priority to 
dwellings. 


First of all, precisely investigating and grasping the state of the buildings 
and registering without exception their technical contents and the state of their 
utilization, the branch established an orderly systemfor maintaining them on a 
planned basis. 


The branch also briskly carried out the work of modernizing the form and content 
of the buildings to suit the developing realities and the demands of working peo- 
ple in terms of living. Many buildings and dwellings in provincial seats such 

as Pyongyang were remodeled in better harmony with modern aesthetics and very 
much to the convenience of our people in using them, 


There was a great improvement achieved in making life cultured and hygienic, 
widely adopting sealed cooking fireplace in dwellings where briquettes are used. 


Under conditions that the demands for water for daily living and for cultural 
purposes were ever more increasing and that there occurred unusual climatic 
phenomena caused by the cold front, work was also carried out during the year 
to provide still more drinking water and increase water production. With the 
roving inspection of the water supply system more thoroughly established and 
with the elimination of loss of drinking water in transit, a large quantity of 
water came to be stored even as water was liberally used. 


During the year the scope of the centralized heating system also was widened 
further. 


Hot water heating facilities were installed in newly constructed buildings and 
dwellings, and buildings including a large number of dwellings which used to do 
heating with their own boilers and coal, were placed under a centralized heating 
System. 


Thus during the year our working people enjoyed a more cultured life in dwellings 
with modern water supply and drainage systems and hot water heating facilities 
installed and equipped with various kinds of furniture and fixtures. 


During the vear functionaries of the urban management branch, deeply engraving 

in their hearts an awareness that fervent love for the socialist fatherland be- 
gins with valuing one tree, one bunch of grass and beautifully organizing streets 
ind neighborhoods, devoted their strength and wisdom to more admirably organizing 
parks and recreation centers and earnestly making cities clean. 


fhe landscaping branch, taking advantaze of the beautiful geography of our coun- 
try, built new parks to suit the life ceeling of our working people, on the one 
hand, and augmenting existing parks and recreation centers, installing still more 
cultural and recreational facilities, and planting more trees and flowers in the 
streets and neighborhoods, turned many cities such as Pyongyang even more beauti- 
ful as “a city within a park." 











The achievements scored by the urban management branch in 1978 are that in many 
places such as Pyongyang new streets were built, modern dwellings and educational, 
cultural, public health organs, and service facilities were constructed and com- 
mendablyv organized convenient to our people to suit their life feeling. 


In 1978 Hasin Street and Kyonghung Street were newly constructed in the capital 
city of Pyongyang, Wau Street in Wonsan, Tungbangsan Street in Anju, making the 
cities magnificent and beautiful; in the Anju Coal Mine District a modern coal 
miners city was erected and a large number of new modern dwellings were con- 
structed in every rural village. 


During the vear with enormous funds the state newly constructed many nurseries 
and kindergartens, reorganized existing nurseries and kindergartens even better, 
newly built 604 schools, and constructed some 10,000 additional classrooms. 


In 1978, with a large number of monumental structures erected and urban management 
work reaching a high level, our country became a people's paradise, a good place 
to live, and ours become a happy people enjoying a Ff gh-level material and cul- 
tural life. 


Landscape Exhibition Hall 


The Landscape Exhibition Hall on the foothills of Moranbong in Pyongyang opened 
its doors to the public in 1978. 


The floor space of the exhibition hall is 2,000 square meters. 


On exhibit here are magnolia and other plants growing in various parts of our 
country, and several hundred kinds of plants of the tropics, subtropics, and the 
temperate zones. 


This hall where there are on display extraordinary plants growing in our country 
and in many countries of the world from perennial flowers to plants is not only 

a cultural place of rest for the working people coming to the park but also is a 
place of learning which widens their knowledge and common sense about plants. 





Goods Supply and Services 


In our country which nolds it as the supreme principle of its activity to promote 
the material and cultural well-being of the people, commerce is serving as an 
important means of realizing the warm concern of the great leader for the people. 


In 1978, by the sagacious lead:-rship of the fatherly leader our socialist commerce 
had its material and technical foundations strengthened by far, and a lot of 
achievements were scored in goods supply and service work. 


[he commercial branch, further modernizing the service network to suit the intrin- 
sic demands of the socialist commercial system of our country and modernizing, 
mechanizing, and automating all service facilities, launched its service activi- 
ties more efficiently to the convenience of the people. 








Even as it overfulfilled its annual plan for goods circulation, the commercial 
branch, thorouchly and elegantly organizing the sales counters and remodeling 


the signboards and various kinds of visual aids to suit mocern aesthetics to the 
greater delight of the customers, made the goods even more attractive. 


In particular, great achievements were scored by the stores in positively adopt- 
ing modern sales tools such as various kinds of scales, cash registers, and auto- 
matic venders and by the food stores in realizing the installation of comprehen- 
sive refrigerating facilities. 


During the year, too, studving and grasping the needs of the inhabitants for goods 
down to the detail, they supply goods to suit their needs. 


in particular, in accordance with the guidelines of the party for supplying vege- 
tables, fruit, and fish throughout the four seasons without running any of the 
items short, evenly to the working people in aii regions including the mountain- 
ous zones, they established an orderly system for interregional goods circulation 
and supplied vegetables and fruit in a timely manner, transporting them by exclu- 
sive trains from the southern regions to the northern regions. 


In addition, with increased supplies of goods such as good clothes, footwear, and 
Sweaters, the working people came to dress even more elegantly, and high-class 
cultural goods such as watches and television sets, kitchen appliances such as 
refrigerators and furniture supplied in greater quantities made the life of the 
working people even more cultured and affluent. 


During the year the commercial branch, focusing its capability on securing and 
suppl ving primary consumer goods and miscellaneous goods essential to people's 
life, positively mobilized and utilized all reserves and possibilities. In par- 
ticular, briskly launching processing work and purchasing work on its own, the 
commercial branch more satisfactorily conducted supply work for the inhabitants. 


During the year, making their first appearances at department stores such as 
Pyongyang No 1 Department Store, "household work team sales units" strove to add 
to the convenience of the people's life, producing hundreds of kinds of miscel- 
laneous daily necessities with odd ends of yardage and unused materials. 


Again, the commercial branch launched the struggle to further increase the 
sources of goods as well, positively mobilizing local reserves and possibilities. 


Thoroughly organizing raw materials bases capable of producing and securing on 
its own the materials and supplies it used to receive from the capital city and 
other provinces and strengthening its own purchasing work, each locality posi- 
tively mobilized and utilized its own sources of materials, 


Moreover, the rural stores were made to become reliable suppliers of materials 

for processing by food store processing teams and, with the work of securing and 
storing materials for processing into foodstuffs positively organized, the variety 
and quantity of processed foodstuffs increased further. 


Lovyally upholding the teachings of the fatherly leader for organizing many family- 
run restaurants so as to serve the convenience in life of the inhabitants even 











better, the commercial branch during the vear further consolidated the material 
and technical foundations of professional restaurants on the one hand and briskly 
carried out the work of newly establishing fanily-run restaurants and normalizing 
their operation. 


fhe restaurants serving special dishes of various localities, too, which were 
organized in Pyongyang city by the magnanimous concern of the fatherly leader, 
made the people's life more enjoyable and zesty, commendably serving various 
local specialties. 


The comme cial branch, visiting socialist construction sites where the fire of 
innovation was being stoked in the fulfillment of tasks for the first year of 

the Second Seven-Year Plan, rendered field services as well, and further strengthen- 
ing the people's neighborhood unit-sales personnel system, launched the service 
activities more briskly than at any time to directly deliver supplementary food- 
Stuffs to each household as and when necessary. 


Again, highly displaved was the revolutionary work habit of improving the organ- 
ization of service to better serve the living conditions of the inhabitants such 
as their breakfast and supper tables. 


During the year still more soft drink stores were established in large numbers 
everywhere in the country such as residential districts, parks and recreation 
centers, legitimate theaters and movie theaters, rest centers and historical revo- 
lutionary sites, and medicinal water, “sindok” water, and soda pop were supplied 
to the working people. 





The service branch expanded its service network of barbershop and beauty salon, 
bathhouse, laundry and garment repair shop and western tailor shop, a network 
which serves even better in lessening the burden of the women in household 
chores, and with the facilities modernized, our working people led a more civil- 
ilzed, cultured life. 


Public Health 


In the radiant rays of chuche medicine founded by the great leader our country 
today has become one of the countries with the lowest mortality rate and the 
longest life expectancy in the world, and each and every one of the people is 
enjoying the jovs of good health and long life to the heart's content. 


In our country, with a complete and universal free medical care system in effect 
and all ri dispensaries in the rural areas converted to hospitals, all people 
throughout the country from big cities to the mountainous hinterland to the 
lonely island have been freed from the dangers of disease and even if taken ill, 
are enjoying the benefits of medical care without paying a single penny for it. 


Today in our country the mortality rate has been reduced to a quarter compared 
with preliberation days and the people's average life expectancy has almost 
doubled that of Japanese imperialist days to 73 years of age. 


Today throughout the country hospitals equipped with modern facilities have been 
densely deployed with a large army of medical functionaries. Our country ranks 





mong the most advanced countries in terms of the number of doctors and hospital 
reeds and of medical service standards. 


Rv the magnanimous love and concern of the fatherly leader the public health 
expenditure of the state budget also continued to increase for the year. 


Above all, even as every province has a medical college hospital, every county 
people's hospital, every ri and tong a dispensary or a hospital, each and every 
one of the newly constructed factories and enterprises has am industrial hospital 
or a dispensary. In addition, large specialized hospitals and general hospitals 
were established. 


With large hospitals reorganized into general hospitals, ri dispensaries con- 
verted to hospitals, and maternity hospital facilities strengthened by the con- 
cern of the fatherly leader, medical service for the people in industrial dis- 
tricts and rural inhabitants came to reach a higher standard during the year. 


During the vear, too, the state assumed an enormous amount of expenses incurred 
at such modern hospitals for examinations, various kinds of tests, medicines, in- 
hospital care, and meals. Even tonics to help restore the health of patients dis- 
charged afte complete treatment were issued free of charge. 


During 1978, too, the sanitariums established at spas, hot springs, and scenic 
spots of our country treated many patients whose ailments had been basically 
cured or who were suffering from minor illnesses requiring no hospitalization. 
The state assumed the entire expenses including even meals and travel expenses 
to and fro, not to mention the medicines dispensed during the stay at sanitariums. 


The nurseries and kindergartens, with their own detached children's wards, are 
taking care of the youngsters indisposed in the slightest and are paying specia! 
attention to the nutritional care of those who are somewhat weak in general con- 
dition. 


During the vear our country’s preschool children and mothers enjoyed greater 
special benefits for the protection of their health. 


[he public health functionaries of maternity hospitals and maternity wards evenly 
deploved everywhere in the country rendered aid to all pregnant women in child- 
birth. 


All pregnant women not only received systematic examinations and prenatal care 
from specialist doctors and midwives but entered hospital for delivery and atten- 
dant care, or received help and attendant care for delivery at home from special- 
ist doctors and midwives. 


during the year for the protection of children's health the public health func- 
tionaries of pediatric hospitals and children's wards and provincial, municipal, 
and county (district) epidemic prevention stations promoted children's health, 
carrying out on a routine basis preventive inoculation and collective examination 
for nursery and kindergarten children. 











In our country where it is held the basics of public health work to prevent ill- 
ness in advance rather than treating working people, youths and juveniles after 
they have been taken il), the people's health is being even more reliably pro- 
tected with the work of hygiene and epidemic prevention, preventive inoculation, 
and physical checkup conducted on a high standard. 


During the year, too, in our country an all-out mass movement was launched for 
tidiness in hygiene, and various kinds of preventive inoculation and physical 
checkup of the entire inhabitants were carried out thoroughly so as to allow no 
room for the outbreak of acute epidemics. 


With a complete and universal free medical care system put into effect and the 
party guidelines for preventive medicine thoroughly carried through, today in our 
country people's average life expectancy has increased by as much as 32 years 
over preliberation davs. 


In the sunshine of the gracious love of the great leader ours has become a coun- 
try of good health and long life to which mankind has long aspired and ours a 
blessed people singing of “youth at 60," “anniversary of hwangap [one's 60th 
birthdav] at 90."

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ABOLITION OF TAX SYSTEM OUTLINED

[Text] By the sagacious leadership of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song ours 
has become the first country without taxes in the world. 


“Item No 5 of the Fatherland Restoration Society 10-Point Program: Japan's 
and its lackeys* claims on the people, various kinds of taxes, and monopoly sys- 
tem shall be liquidated, life of the masses improved, and national industry, 
agriculture, and commerce developed free from obstruction." 

23 March 1946: A 20-point platform is announced, [including] "...a single. 
fair and just tax payment system shall be enacted and a progressive income tax 
system implemented.” 


June 1946: “An agricultural tax-in-kind system" is enacted with a view to making 
the tax burden of the peasantry fair and just and enhancing their production 
desire as well, and consolidating the achievements in land reform. 


July 1947: North Korea People's Committee adopts Decree No 2 “Decision on a 
North Korea Tax System" with a view to liquidating the dregs of the tax system 
of the Japanese imperialist rule and implementing a fair and just tax system 
with income tax as the mainstay. 


1955: The income tax burden of workers and office workers is reduced by 30 per- 
cent: the tax burden of handicraftsmen, enterprises, and merchants is reduced 
drasticallv. The agricultural tax-in-kind of the peasantry which was 25 percent 
of their harvest is also reduced to an average 20.1 percent. 


1959: The agricultural tax-in-kind which was 20.1 percent is further reduced 
to 8.4 percent. 


1964-1966: The agricultural tax-in-kind is completely abolished. 


21 Mareh 1974: The third meeting of the Fifth Supreme People's Assembly by de- 
cree proclaims before the whole world total abolition of the tax system. 


1 April 1974: Footsteps are made toward a country without taxes for the first 


time in the history of mankind.

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ATMOSPHERIC PHENOMENA FOR 1978 REVIEWED 
Pyongyang CHOSON CHUNGANG YONGAM in Korean 1979 pp 630-633 
[Text] The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"The cold front is also exerting effects on our country's weather." 
("Kim Il-song Selected Works," Vol 7, p 353) 


As the effects of the cold front sweeping the world reached out country as well, 
unusual climatic phenomena occurred in our country during 1978, such as severe 
drought in spring and sultry weather and frequent heavy rainfalls in summer. 


During 1978 temperatures were variable but higher as a whole. 


In particular, in January, the last 10 days of July, and December the tempera- 
tures were very high, and on this account the annual mean temperature was higher 
than the normal year by as much as 0.5-1.5°C. (Table 1) 


To take a look by the regions, the temperature was higher than the normal year 
by 1.0-1.6°C on the east coast and by about 0.5-0.8°C on the west coast and in- 
land areas. 


To take a look at the rainfall for the year, despite the severe drought in spring 
there were frequent heavy rainfalls in summer, and except for Pyongyang city and 
parts of South P'yongan Province, the general region on the west coast and the 
southern region on the east coast had more rainfail than the normal year. In 
particular, the southern areas on the west coast had heavy rainfalls to the ex- 
tent of about 150 percent of the normal year. 


The atmospheric conditions for 1978 by the seasons were as follows: 

In January the temperature was higher than the normal year by about 1.0-3.5°C 
but as the season moved into February, the temperature fell. In mid-February 
the temperature was lower than the normal year by about 2-5°C. 


Consequently, the monthly mean temperature was also about 1-1.5°C lower. 


January and February precipitation ranged 15-110 mm, with less rainfall ~- the 
west coast areas. 


The other areas had more rainfall than the normal year.

The west coast areas had about 50-80 percent rainfall of the normal year, the 
northern inland areas 120-160 percent of the normal year, and the east coast 
areas about 160-190 percent. 


With the advent of spring severe drought began and its center was located in the 
west coast areas. 


There was less snowfall in winter on the west cozst areas and in spring, too, 

there was less rainfall, the precipitation ranging 30-60 mm, a small amount 
equivalent to 25-40 percent of the normal year for the spring season (March-May). 
Among others the southern areas on the west coast had the least rainfall with the 
result that Haeju had 26 percent of the normal year's precipitation, Changyon 35 mm 
equivalent to 27 percent of the normal year, and Sariwon 36 mm equivalent to 28 per- 
cent of the normal year. 


Severe drought also hit the east coast areas soutii of Hamhung, the precipitation 
only equivalent to 60-70 percent of the normal year. 


Even in the northern inland areas and the northern areas on the east coast where 
rainfall was heavier, it was only about 90 percent of the normal year. 
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To take a look at spring temperatures, as the temperatures in the early period 
were low, the arrival of spring was about 1 week later than the normal year in 
the west coast areas and about 3-4 days later in the east coast areas. 


But as temperatures gradually rose thereafter, spring temperatures were about 
1.0-1.5°C higher than the normal year. 


The atmospheric conditions for the summer season were characterized by heavy 
rainfalls on several occasions and the emergence of an extremely sultry weather 
from the last 10 days of July to early August. 


The summer rainy season began in the last 10 days of June, and there were heavy 
rainfalls on several occasions in the period up to the middle 10 days of July and 
in the period from the end of the first 10 days of August to mid-August. 


Heavy rainfalls centered on the southern west coast areas where the drought had 
been severe, and the precipitation was twice as much as the normal year. 


Also, in the basin of the Imjin River, the upper reaches of the Ch'ongch'on 
River, and in the southern areas on the east coast the heavy rainfall reached 


140-150 percent of the normal year. 


The northern areas on the east coast and the northeastern inland areas had less 
rainfall which was about 70-90 percent of the normal year. (Table 2)

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fo take a look at the summer temperatures, due to the extreme sultry weather 
conditions during the intervals in the rainy season they were higher than the 
normal year. 


The summer temperature ranged 18-24°C, particularly higher on the east coast by 
as much as 1.5-2.0°C than the normal year and by about 0.5-1.0°C on the west 
coast. 


With the advent of autumn the temperature began falling rapidly and the weather 
remaining fair for many days, there was little precipitation. 


Except for certain parts of the southern areas on the east coast, there was less 
autumn rainfall in all regions, particularly the northern areas on the east 
coast, the southern areas on the west coast, and the basin of the Yalu, where 
the rainfall was no more than 50-60 percent of the normal year. 


The autumn temperatures ranged 6-13°C, about the level of the normal year. 


For December the temperature was very high, about 2-3°C higher than the normal 
vear in most of the areas of our country. 


Aggregate Temperature 


Even though spring arrived late for 1978, subsequent temperatures were higher and 
in consequence, the aggregate temperature was higher than the normal year, par- 
ticularly so on the east coast. 


The aggregate temperature in excess of 5°C for a daily mean temperature ranged 
2,500-4,300°C, higher by as much as 300-350°C than the normal year on the east 
coast and by about 100-200°C on the west coast. 


The aggregate temperature in excess of 15°C for a daily mean temperature ranged 
1,700-3,500°C, higher by as much as 350-450°C than the normal year on the east 
coast and by about 100-250°C on the west coast. (Table 3) 


Unusual Climatic Phenomena 





For 1978 too, evervwhere in the world there appeared frequently unusual climatic 
phenomena such as major droughts, sultry weather, and heavy rainfalls. 


The variable weather occurring on a worldwide scale affected our country's 
weather as well, with a lot of unusual climatic phenomena such as drought. 


The unusual climatic phenomena that occurred in 1978 were as follows: 

lL. Drought 

For 1978 too, drought was severe. 

In particular, during the winter of the year following 1977 there was less snow- 


fall in the areas south of the central west coast and these areas suffered 
drought of a major magnitude rarely seen in years.

The rainfall in these areas in the period from 11 March to the end of the second 
10 days of May was no more than 15-20 percent of the normal year, and in certain 
areas such as Changyon, South Hwanghae Province, the rainfall was no more than 
5 mm. 


The spring drought lasted until the beginning of the last 10 days of June. To 
take a look at the precipitation from March to the end of the second 10 days of 
June, it was less than 50 percent of the normal year in the areas south of the 
central west coast, the center cf the drought. It was about 50-70 percent of 
the normal year in the northern areas on the west coast and on the east coast. 


Even in the northern inland areas where there was a comparatively heavier rain- 
fall, the precipitation was no more than 80-85 percent of the normal year. 
(Table 4) 


2. Heavy Rainfalls 


For 1978, following the spring drought there were frequent heavy rainfalls during 
the rainy season. 


The rainy season began on or about 25 June, and in the period from 25 June to the 
second 10 days of July there were frequent heavy rainfalls, the precipitation 
amounting to more than 400 mm in the southern areas on the west coast, in the 
basins of the Imjin River and the Ch'ongch'on.

The areas where the rainfall was heavy during this period included Kumch'on 
(945 mm), Sohung (833 mm), and Haeju (829 mm), North Hwanghae Province, and 
P'yonggang (853 mm), Kangwon Province, and the precipitation in a period of no 


more than 15 days exceeded 800 mm. 


(Table 5) 
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[here were also heavy rainfalls in the period from 7 to 10 August, and on this 
occasion, too, the precipitation in the southern areas on the west coast and in 
the basins of the Imjin River and the Ch'ongch'on reached 400-600 mm. 


3. Sultry Weather 


As the weather began clearing up during a break in the rainy season from the 
last 10 days of July to the first 10 days of August, sultry summer heat contin- 
ued, the highest daytime temperature rising above 30°C. 


Thus the temperature during the last 10 days of July was 3-4°C higher than the 
normal year, and in the period from 26 to 29 July, sultry summer heat was severe, 
the highest daytime temperature registering 35°C or higher. 


Thus during 1978 in our country, too, effects of the cold front emerged frequently 
in the form of unusual climatic phenomena such as major droughts, heavy rainfalls, 
and sultry weather seldom seen in history. 


But under the sagacious leadership of the great leader Comrade Kim [l-song the 
party laid down precise guidelines for preventing beforehand the effects of the 
cold front, and the struggle to carry through the guidelines was dynamically 
launched. As a result, our country reaped bumper harvests of all crops, success- 
fully overcoming the effects of the cold front.
